zold, But methinks I might have had

from' Scripture it ſelf s a good part 
whereof is altogether taken up with a 
Narrative of the lives of Saints 5 and 
thoſe too, not altogether Canonical in 
every line, And we have a Saint to 
ſpeak of (I think I may preſume to 
"a ) 4 eminent an one as ſore of 
them. 

But yet I hold my ſelf by modern

Text. . For that 7f#ael did foreſee and 
confidet the approach of his death , 
is plainly implyed, as the reaſon why 
he rook ſuch a carefull order with his 
fon Foſeph, about the place of his bu- 
rial, as you may tead in the words fol- 
lowing my Text, The like order did 
Foſeph hiraſelf give to his ſons, _

his burial, when he ſaw his time to die 
drew nigh , Gen, 50, 25, 26, Both of 
them were very olicitous to be. buried 
in the land of Canaan. Lyra thinks it 


- was, becauſe they foreſaw(by a ſpirit of 


Y-5r, 11,22, 


Prophecie ) that in that country there 
would be a reſurreftion of _ Saints 
with Chriſt, when he ſhould rile again, 
and they hoped to be of the number, 
and therefore would be buried there. 
This conceit is ſcarce ſo much as pro- 
bable. 

But that reaſon which the Rabbins 
eive, 1s a ridiculous abſurdity ; name- 
ly, becauſe there ſhal be no reſurreRi- 
on atall of any but Jews, and of them 
only in the Land of Canaan ; whither 
all bodies that are not buried there 
muſt be rol'd throngh ſome ſecret bur- 
roughs of the earth , from their moſt 
diſtant places of burial , before they 
can be rais'd to life : This fancy is near 
akin to a multitude more of thoſe 
mens. But the Authour to the He- 
brews, hath told us the true reaſon of 
their deſires in this point ; By faith 
Foſeph when he died made mention of the 
departing of 1ſrael ( owt of Egypt ) and

gave commandment concerning his bones, 
Namely , that they ſhould be carried 
with-cthem into Canaan : Thereby de- 
claring his own, and confirming their 
faith, concerning their deliverance out 
of the Egyptian Thraldom, which for 
ſome time they were yet to indure,and 
their certain poſſeſſion of the Land of 
Promiſe, |

The name of 7ſrael is too confide- 
rable a word to be left out in the Text, 
whether we reſpe& the perſon ſignifi 
ed by that name, or the ſignification 
of the-name. | 
' Firſt, Conſider the perſon ſignified 
by rhzt name,and you ſhall find he was 
as eminent 4n one, as any that is na- 
med in Scripture. And for the {igni- 
fication of the name, you ſhall hear al- 
ſo, that is very confiderable,and ſo de- 
clared by God himſelf, who both.gave 
the name, and the true interpretation 
thereof. Firſt, ler us a little inguire 
after the perſon ſigmfied by this name, 
Iſrael: Who was he * The man-was a 
Binowins, one that. had two names : 
His Original name was Facob { and 
there was az myſtery 1n that name as 
you may find, Gen,25.26.

There is no name in Scripture ſo fa- 
mous, as that of Iſrael. Pererirs puts 
the queſtion, why the ſtory of Tart 
life, is more fully ſer forth than any of 
the Patriarchs: and gives this reaſon 
for it ; becauſe he was,T otis & Solpms 
Populi Dei Parens,the Father of all, and 
the only people of God , hayiag no 
other children beſides the twelve Pa- 
triarchs,the Heads of the twelye Tribes 
of 1ſrac}.: Which cannot be {aid either 
of Abraham or Iſaak : For Abraham we 
know+ad: 1ſhmael as wel as 1ſaak;and (6 
was not the Father of the Faichfull on- 
ly, but of the 1ſhmaciites too.

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vines are of opinion , that in-all thoſe 
that Chriſt cured of any bodily diſ- 
eaſe he made a perfect cure,not of that 
diſeaſe only, but of all others, and dx 
integram corporis ſanitatens conferre, left 
no reliques of infirmity behind him. 
How true that is, I know not; bur ſare 
we are; it is not-{o in the ſpiritual cure, 
The ſpirits of the. Juſt are not made} 
perfect till dearh; There is a fin that 
cleaves cloſe to us, that will not be put F' 
off till we be uncloathed by death. 7/- 
ral therefore muſt die, that he may be 
free from fin. Death came in by fin, 
and fin goes out by death. So do the 
ſorrows of life by thoſe of death : Wee 
muſt die once, that wee may die unto ſin ; 
It is the only Panacea, or All-heal , no- 
thing but the' winding-ſheet can wipe 
away all tears from our eyes. A bar- 
barous kind of mercy it was of Tamber- 
{ain,to cauſe all cheLepers of the coun- 
try to be put to death, torid them of 
their miſery : But in God it is a real 
. metcy (as well as Juſtice) to Soul 
and Body too , tolet men die, to free 
them from the Leproſie of the Soul, 
and the miſcries of the body. 7ſracl 
mult 
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muſt die that he may reſt from his 
tabours, and reap the fruit of them; 
There is no entring into Gods reſt, 
but by this ſteep. Fob calls man an 
Hireling , Chap, 14. 6. ſo doth our 
Saviour in the parable : And the 
Hireling ſervant may not betake him 
to his reſt,nor receive his wages till 
night, When Moſes was to die, the 
Lord bid him firſt come up,and then 
die, Aſcende & morerez but we muſt 
firſt die before we can aſcend to the 
Mount of the Lord, There can be 
no perfect Viſions of God, but in the 
night of Death ; ſo Darkneſle was 
before Light, and the Evening is be- 
fore the Morning. 

We can never be perfectly poſ- 
ſeſled of the glorious Liberty of the 
Sons of God, till we get out of the 
priſon of the Body, and ſo be as the 
Pſalmiſt ſpeaks, free among the drad.

ly alive till the body be dead, Ir is 
but as it were buried alive in the bo- 
dy. A kind of Mortification it is to 
the Soul to live in the body : 73 5p« 
gps, Plato, It doth neither know 
nor ſee it ſelf,whiles it is in the fleſh. 

Death indeed is called Sleep uſu- 
ally ; but as Tertullian excellently 
ſhews in his book de anima , It is ra- 
ther an awaking of the Soul, which 
in the body is aſleep , and doth but 
dream of things, and therefore is 
groflely miſtaken in all ics notions. 
De oppanſs cor ports erumpit in apertum 
ad meram,C} puram,& ſuam lucem--- 
ut de ſomno emergens ab imaginibs ad 
werttates. 

To conclude this point, The Bird 
in the breaſt can never be perfectly 
taught to ſing its Heavenly note of 
Halelujah till it gets out of its Cage, 
and be ſet upor the Tree of lite , 
which 1s in Paradiſe. 

We have heard of the neceſſity of 
1ſraels death, and ſome reaſons of it : 
Bur what is that to us? What uſe 
may we make of this point? Why 

this;

this : It will afford us a double argu- 
ment to reconcile us to the thoughts 
of death. The firſt is that which Z/:- 
Jah uſed in hisPetiticn for death, 1 X7, 
19. 4, It s enough now,0 Lord,take 4- 
way my life, for 1 atm not better than my 
fathers. Ir is enough to make us 
content to die, though perhaps nor 
ground enough,to warrant us to pray 
tor it,as-El:jah did,not with out ſome 
ſpice of impatience, as is judged; but 
to make us content to die, this is e- 
noueh, that we arg not . better than our 
Fathers.It 1s a forlorn errour to think 
that company wil abate the miſery of 
the ſecond death; bur of the firſt ic 
m_—_— when it is ſo good. 7ſ- 
rael is dead,and fo is Iſaak, and Abra- 
ham, and all the Fathers: And are 
we better than they « We ſhall fare 
no worſe than they in dying,if we be 
their children, and to defire to fare 
better than any of them, were worſe 
thana Vanity. It were too much 
pride to think our ſelves fo good as 
they. And as wee are not ſo good 
in our lives, ſo neither is our condi- 
C 2 tioR

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tion ſo good as theirs whileſt wee 
live,but when we die it may;for then 
we ſhall bee gathered to our Fathers. 

And that's another good Argument 
to reconcile us to death ; becauſe 
thereby we ſhal be gathered to onr Fa- 
thers;as is ſaid of Abram and many 0- 
thers of the holy fathers; ſo it.is ſaid 
of7ſrael when he died, he was gathered 
to his people,Gen.49.33. That phraſe 
is primarily meant of theBody,which 
goerh to theGrave,the houſe appointed 


for all living, as Foþ calls it, Fob 30. 


23, Yet may it be underſtood of the 
Soul too, which by death is gather- 
ed to #dns, the Congregation-houſe 
of Souls, or the World of Sonls : 
MVCRN CD17, as the Hebrews call 
it. And the Souls of Gods Saints 
are gathered Terryyn xa} buntag TÞw- 
70/0) iy warors enopyrappirer, To the 
_ aſſembly and Church of the firſt 
orn, which are written (in albo ccele- 
ſti ) 1m Heaven, and to the Spirits of 
Juſt men made perfett. There we 
thall meet with Abraham and Iſaak , 
and all the Fathers, with the glori-

ous company of the Apoſtles, the 
goodly tellowſhip of the Prophets, 
and the noble army of Martyrs. 

Iſrael rejoiced much for the hopes 
he had to he his ſon Foſeph, though 
it were in Zeypt: How much more 
cauſe have- wee to-rejoyce for the 
hopes we have to ſee 1ſrael himſelf, 
his, and our Foſeph, and all the reſt 
of our Fathers and- Brethren in the 
Heavenly Canaas , and to ſee the 
Holy One of 1ſrael , the glory of 1/- 
ral, the Lord Jeſus. 

When the Diſciples ſaw but two 
of the Fathers with Chrift on Mount 
Tabor , cover'd with a fleight veil of 
glory, ſuch as their Bodily eyes were 
capable of, they were fo raviſh'd 
with the ſight, that they ſaid, it was 

ood being there, and would therefore 
| ow been building Tabernacles there 
to dwell, and yet themſelves were 
but meer {peRators of that glory, 
they were not transfigured : How 
much \better will that Being bee , 
where wee ſhall not onely bee with 
Chriſt where he is , and behold his 
C 3 glory

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ory ( as he prayed for us :) And 
So nh open = tQO, AS ' St, Paul 
ſpeaks, but {hall be changed into 
the ſame Image, from Glory to 
Glory. 

Chriſt is ſaid to be with ws here, 
( Matth, 28. 29. ) but we are never 
{aid to be with him in this world : 
He is with us by his Spirit here, but 
we ſhall be with him by our ſpirits 
when we die. Efſe Chriſtum cum 
Pauls magna ſecuritas , is Paulum 
cum Chriſto - eq felicitas, Bernard, 
Chriſts preſence with us by his Spi- 
rit is a great comfort to ours, but the 
heighth of glory is for us to be with 
him 


When 7ſrael had ſeen the face of 
Foſeph, he was content to die, Gen, 
46. 30. Now let me ate, ſince I have 
= thy face. And old Simeon,when 

e had {een Chriſt in the Temple, 
ſings his owne requiem, Nunc dimit- 
tis, Now letteſt thou thy oe depart 
in yon for mine, eyes have ſeen thy 
ſalvation. And have not we as ggod 


reaſon to be willing ( at leaſt ). with 
our 
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our diſmiſſion, that ſo we may come 
to-ſee him, and his ( thats, our 
own) falvation * 1frael muſt die , 
that he” may fully make good the 
firſt mentioned fignification of his 


- name, That he may ſee God; For the 


beatifical viſion can never be til death

life was but obſcurely known to 
them : The- {1ght of heaven was 
clouded from them, as the Type of 
. .Itin the Temple was hidden trom 
the people by the Veil : But this 
cloud is cleared up by the-Goſpel, 
and Moſes veil is taken away, Chriſt 
hath brought life and immortality to 
light. It becomes not Chriſtians 
therefore to retain the Old Tefta- 
ment ſpirit,ſtill eo ſhrink at the ſigh 
of Death, bur to be ready to ſay as 
St, Pant did , I deſire to be aifſolved, 
and to be with Chriſt, "which us 
ma wane xagoo far better. The 
phraſe looks like a Soleciſme in the

Heaves : That all things under Hea- 
ven are temporal, and - by conſe- 
uence mutable. But the Pſalmiſt 


aith, The .Heawvens themſelves ſha 

be changed, Pal. 102.26. He mean 

thoſe viſible Heavens ; The Sun it 
ſelf, and the Stars that are above it, 
as. well as all chings under it, ſhall be 
changed. But in the Heaven of 
Heavens there will be 'no change, 


becauſe no ſuch thing as Time will | 


be there , All is eternal. in Heaven : 
But under Heaven all things have 
their time. The loweſt ſtory of the 
Heavens ( by the Philoſophers ac- 
count ) 15 that of the Moon, which 
1s the common Emblem of Mutabi- 
lity z andif you count the particu- 
lars of Solomon's changes in that 
Chap. you ſhall find juſt as many as 

are

are the dayes in a common Lunary 
Moneth, 28. and all of them like 
the changes of the Moon, nothing 


bur increafing and decreaſing. The 


whole Set of his changes is drawn 
checkerwiſe , by a juſt diviſion of 


' white and black, good and evil 


things, after the pattern that God 
gave when he firſt ſer the diviſion of 
Times, by dividing of Light from 
Darkneſs, and making each Day to 
divide it {elf into an Evening and a 
Morning : And the firſt inſtance 
that Solomon gives of his Tempora- 
lities , -is that of the Morning and 
Evening of Mans life: A time to 
be born, and a time to die. The Pri- 
mitive Chriſtians confounded the 
diſtinftion of theſe rwo Times, by 
calling the dayes of their Martyrs 
deaths their Natal:tia,or Birth-days. 


And the holy Preacher (Chap.7 1.) 


prefers the time of Death before 
that of Birth : The Coffin before 
the Cradle;*' And though that be a 
Paradox, as ſome other things are, 
which he there adds, yet it is no Pa- 

ralogy

ralogy in Reaſon , but ſo evidently 
true, as ſome meer Naturaliſts have 
found reaſon to grant it ; elſe would 
not the Thracians have wept at their 
Births, and rejoyc'd at their Fune- 
rals, TIhave no leiſure now to un- 
riddle that paradox : But in the 
mean time it is certain there 15 4 #1me 
to die,as {ure as a time to be born; nay, 
more {ure indeed ; Never Man was 
bora but either is dead, or muſt die ; 
except ſome one or two , Enoch and 
Elias, that were privileg'd by Mira- 
Cle: And that privilege (ſaith Ter- 
tullian) was buta reprieve or a {u- 
ſpenſion for-a time, till Antichriſt 


comes, and then they mult be {lain 
for the two Witneſſes , ſpoken of by. 


St. Fohn, Rev. 11.7. But St, Paul 
hath given us another exception , 
namely, of all thoſe which ſhall be 
found alzve at the Reſurrection , 
when the Lord Jeſus ſhall come a- 
gain to judge both the quick and the 
dead: That is, not therighteous, 
that lived by faith ; and the wicked, 
that died jn their fins : as Auguftinc 
and

and Chryſoſtome allegorize the words: 
Nor Ike Immortal Soul, and the 
Mortal Body , as Theophylat# glof- 
ſeth the. Text: But as St. Paul in- 
rerprets, thoſe that are alive at. his 
coming, and thoſe that ſhall be dead 
before, 1 Thefl, 4. 15, 17. For we 
ſhall not all ſlcep , but we all ſhall be 
changed, 1 Cor. 15. 52. The Vul- 
gar Latine denyes that Change, and 
therefore hath ſtrangely changed 
the Text, as may be ſeen. The 
Pontificians will not admit their ex- 
emption from death: And we ſhall 
not now diſpute the point. But 
with theſe exceptions ( and poſſibly 
ſome few others not recorded in 
Scripture ) 1t is certain never man 
was born, nor ſhall be, but had, or 
muſt have a time to die. But many 
an one hath found a time to die that 
never was bom: Ther time to die 
having prevented their time to be 
born, Many have been feen dead, 
that never were ſeen alive , and ma- 
ny are dead, that never were ſeen at 


all. It is too plain a point to ſpend 
| time 
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time upon this: If 7ſ-ael muſt die, 
he muſt have a time for it. But whe- 
ther that time were certain, and fix-

"large and learned debates are made 


about it,and ſtrong conteſts between 
the Phyſician and the Divine. The 
queſtion is not to bee reſolved from 
this Text, and I have now no leiſure 
to look into many others: But ſee- 
ing the hairs of our head are numbred, 
it 15 more than probable ſo are the 
days, yea the hours, and minutes of 
our lives. A Sparrow falls not to 
the ground without Gods Provi- 
dence, much lefle doth a man, The 
great World hath its laſt day ſet and 
certain to him that made it: So 
({ure) hath every little world ; But 
of that day and hour knoweth no man. 
But certain it is to God, to whom 
nothing is uncertain : The Doctrine 
of his Preſcience ( except with the 
Socinians, we will deny the Univer- 
fal extant of it) will demonſtrate 
the Truth in this queſtion, in the af- 
fixmative ; For that which is not cer- 
rain

Whether it bee certain 
which Cajetan and Alvarez have re- 
ſolved , namely , That to compre-

(whereupon the time of death ſeems 
much to depend ) 1s above the un- 
derſtanding of any man in this life, I 
well know not : But I amwilling to 
confeſle it is above mine. Above 
my underſtanding I ſay itis ( ſoare 
divers other myſteries of our Rehgi- 
on ) bur I thank God not above my 
Faith. For this I beleeve, That 
neither Gods preſcience., nor his 
Decrees, do abr, much lefle cauſe 
any neceſſity in the manner of the 
production of their Objedts: Be- 
cauſe God hath decreed, and there- _ 
fore foreſeen that many things ſhall ' 
not be neceflarily but contingently, 
and yet certainly produced, 

- But toreturn to the prefixed parts 
of ray diſcourſe. We have dilpat- 
ched two of them : The peceſſity of 
iſracls death, And the time of it : Two 
more are remaining, wherein I muſt 
be brief. 

"The next is the Appropinquation 


of the time , The time drew nigh, or 
the 
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the days drew nigh that Iſrael muſt die, 
W henPharaoh asked him how old he 
was, ver.9.he told him, his days were 

few. And ſpake it not in reference on- 
ly to the time paſt of his lite; but (as 
he is commonly underſtood ) with re- 
ſpe& to the whole expected term 
thereof, And that being fo, the time 
of his death could never bee far off. 
Indeed nothing can be far off, that is 
within the bounds of time: Much leſs 
can the day of death be fo in a lite 
that is ſhort ,, and ſuch is the longeſt 
mortal life. 1ſraels days were few in 
compariſon of the dayes of his fa - 
thers, as hee interprets himſelf, yer 
were they as many again as the ordt- 
nary number of mans days, by Mo- 
ſes his reckoning : For 71ſrael lived 

147 years, as you may read in the 

verſe before my Text : And the days 

of our years,{aith Moſes, (Plal.g0.10.) 
are but ſeznty years , and {carce the 

{eventieth perſon lives ſo long ; and 

yet Moſes himſelf lived almolt twice 

as long,and fo did his brother Aaron, 
but they were Extraoxdinaries. 


The 
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The life of man in Scripture is 
uſually reckon'd by dayes, which 
are the ſhorteſt natural diviſions of 
times; And ſometimes it is called 
but one day ; and the longeſt mor- 
tal life that ever was, came ſhort of 
one day, by Gods account,to whom 
4 thouſand years are but as one day. And 
now he that lives longeſt, ſeldom at- 
tains to.one hour, or the twelfth part 
of ſucha day. The known ſhortneſs 
of life ( ſet forth in Scripture by a 
multitude of ſimilitudes) is demon- 
Ntration enough to any man,thar his 
time to die draws nigh. But that is 
a comparative word admitting of 
many degrees: In a ſhort way the 
end is alwates near, but grows nearer 
the more ſteps a man hath ſet init : 
So was it with 71ſrael, he had multi-- 
plied his ſteps till he was come to the 
ſtage that David ſpake of, 1 Sam. 20. 
3. There is but a flep between me and 
death. 

The time drew nigh that Iſrael muſt 
die, now when he ſpake to Foſeph 
about his burial, as followeth in the 

Verſe, 
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Verſe, But how nigh we know not 
preciſely, no more (perhaps )did he. 
All the mg in e-£gypt could 
not preciſely tell him the day and 
hour of his death : Yet have wee a 
company of Gypſies of that profeſſi- 


on, that will pretend to doit. But 9, 6;,;4, pe;, 
they are well confuted by Sr. Augu-L.s. 


ftine , from the example of theſe 
Twins, Facob and Eſau, whoſe birth- 
time was as near, as in nature it was 
poſſible : For _ was not quite 
born before Facob ;, Facobs hand was 
born before Eſau's foot: And yet 
we know the difpoſitfon of their bo- 
dies, and of their minds, with the 
manner of their lives, was as contra- 

, aSif they had been born under 
te moſt oppoſite Horoſcopes that 
are in the whole Sphere of Heaven, 
Moſes was brought up in all the wiſ- 
dom and learning of «Agypt (as Sr. 
Stephen (aith, As 7. 22, ) that 1s, 
in the Sciences of Phyſic k and A- 
ſtrology, the moſt famous learning 
of /£gypt;and yet could he not num- 
ber his own days, but prays to God 
2 18 
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in his Pſalm to teach him that Art, 
Pal. 90. 12, Nor did he defire to 
know the preciſe number of his days, 
but only the wiſdom to conſider the 
paucity of them , ſo as to improve 
chem to the honor of God, and the 
good of himſelf and his Church. To 
know the juſt time of our death, is 
not poſſible without a Revelation, 
and therefore not to be deſired with- 
out preſumption, Ir is a thing that 
depends much upon the Arbitrary 
acts of the wil of both a mans felt & 
of others (as conſtant experience tea- 
cheth) the knowledge whereof is 
the peculiar property of Omniſci- 
ence : And therefore tor men to pre- 
cend to this knowledge from the 
Stars is an impiety, not much leſle 
than that of worſhipping them, being 
a bold intruſion into the moſt pecu- 
lar and eſſential privilege of divine 
knowledge. It 1s enough for us to 
know as much as 1ſraet did, that our 
time to die draws nigh, and ſo much 
every man doth know,that knows a- 
ny thing at all. 


Lyra 
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Lyra-thinks 1ſrael did know the 
preciſe time of his death by a (pirir 
of Prophecie: And ſuch a ſpirit we 
know he had, about that time eſpe- 
cially when his time to die drew 
nigh;as appeared by the Prophetical 
bleſſings which he then gave to his 
Sons, But to know that his time 
to die was nigh, he needed no Pro- 
phetick ſpirit now, when he was an 
old man, and bed-rid, as you may 
find in the end of the Chap. ver.z1, 
Well might he tell that his tery 
dayes were almoſt ſpent, when his 
evil dayes ( as Salomon calls them , 
Eccleſ 12,1.) were come, and the 
years ( did not now draw neer, but ) 
were upon him, wherein he might 
ſay, 1 have no pleaſure in them. The 
Sun and the Light, the Moon and the 
Stars were darkened, All the faculties 
of his Soul and Body were weak- 
ned. The keepers of the houſe trem- 
bled, and the ſtrong men bowed them- 
ſelves. His arms were ſo weak that 
he could ſcarce ſtrengthen them to 


Jay them upon the heads of his Ne- 
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phems, to bleſs them ; and his legs 
could no longer bear his body, -1o 
that he was fain to lie by it: The 
that Idoked owt of the windows (whic 
ſome underſtand of Glaſs-windows, 
or Spectacles) were darkened. His 
eyes were dim with age, Chap.' 28, 
10, And when a man comes to 
that once, that he is almoſt blinde 
with age, he cannot but ſee that his 
time to die draws nigh. A man 
needs not to be told his Lamp 1s 
nigh out, when he ſees and feels 
that the Oyl is ſpent, and knows 
there is no more to be bought; 
To oi mMeripuor tf ned Tron, iſs apanrues, 
Heb. 8. 13. 

There are many warnings of 
death, in diſeaſes of the Body, pe- 
rils and troubles of Life , ſuch as 
David met withall, when he \sid, 
My ſoul is full of troubles, and my 
oe draws neer to the grave, Pſa.88.2. 
And ſome extraordinary warnings 
we read of , which ſome have had 
from God himſelf. Such as Moſes, 
Aaron, and Hezekiah had ; and the 

rich 
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rich Fool in the Goſpel , Stulte hac 
molte ; Thou fool, this night ſhall thy 
ſoul be required of thee. Jo Humane 
Story there are multitudes of ex- 
amples of them, that have had war- 
nings, prediftions, preſages and 
omens of approaching death, eſpe- 


cially great perſons : The Hiſtorian S#etorime, 


hath ſome of them almoſt in every 
one of his 12 Cefars. But few men 
were ever the wiſer or the better for 
ſach uncertain, and for = moſt part 
unregarded warnings. There is no 
warning ſo infallible as that of Old 
age; All others may prove bur falſe 
Alarums , uſeful ro awaken men 
out of ſecurity, and move them to 
make ready: But when the Old 
man comes once , eſpecially that 
ſame wpCoyiger, Silicerninm , when 
he comes upon Crutches, when he 
is blinde and led, he brings certain 
tydings that death is at hand. 

There are many affirmative ſigns 
of the neerneſs of death, that are 
certain, and Old age is one of them : 
Bat negative ſignes there are none, 

D 4 that 
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that is, to ſhew that it is not neer.. A 
oung man doth not , cannot. know, 
Los that his time to dye, may be 
nigh, but an old man knoys it 1s 
{0. 
x14; wrap Lite in Scripture 1s ſometimes 
g-9»7%. compared to a Shadow, ( ſo is death 
_ :1:,t00) and the Heathen Poet made it 
paoviuems leſs, but the dream of a ſhadow, and 
7%. £/c3 that but of ſyoak. Now ſhadows 
we know are not all of a length, 
ſome are longer, and ſome ſhorter, 
as life alſo is. But the longer the 
ſhadow 1s, the more like, and the 
more near, to night. Jer. 6. 4. Lon- 
giores faite ſunt umbre weſperi. Lite 
1s a vaniſhing ſhadow ar all times, 
but the longer it is, the nearer 1s the 
night of death. Indeed our preſent 
lite in the fleſh, is but the ſhadow of 
lite to the Soul, darkened as now it 
Tic 9 oi oppanſo corports ( Tertullian's word) 
I Ie we with the opacity of the body. The 
$=y + So Zg,,Greek Tragedian could not, tell 
Ewr-pid. whether it ſhould be called life or 
ro. The ghoſts or ſpirit of men when 
they are out of the body- are uſually 
called 
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called umbre, ſhadows,and that moſt 
like becauſe of their incorporiety 
But ſo termed they are too, from 
the imaginary configuration with 
the body, which in viſions they 
have appeared to have ; and which 
Tertullian and Irenes(upon the para- 
ble of ZaJrmws and Dives ) thought 
they really have. In which reſpect 
they are allo called #954 wyutr)or, in 
Homer, as Images of the body ; and 
that = are not altogether incor- 
poreal themſelves, but have a kind 
of dad; o3ue, a ſplendid orlucid 
body,hath been the opinion of ſome 
Divines, as well as Philoſophers. 
We ule to compare old thin bodies 
to ghoſts and ſhadows in common 
ſpeech; And fo not the old man 
himſelf, but every body that meets 
him, knows that his time to die 
draws nigh. Other men may {ee it, 
but himſelf muſt needs feel the cold, 
numm'd hands of Death coming 
upon him, before they, give- the 
fatall gripe, 


Thus 
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Thus 7ſrae] knew that his time 
drew nigh that he muſt die. So 
doth every old man, and every 
young one too; But every one 
doth not conſider it as Iſrael did. 
That is the laſt point in my method, 
IſraePs foreſight or confideration of 
the appropinquation of Death, This 
I told you I would note from the 
word cerxeret in the Vulgar Latin, 
becauſe it agrees well with the ſenſe, 
though it be not in the Originall 
Text. To - death in Scripture 
phraſe is to die : But in ſtritneſs of 
{enſe Death cannot be ſeen, becauſe 
it is nothing but darkneſs; and 
when it comes, it doth not onely 
cloſe, bur put out the eyes. The 
Anzel of death ( as the Fews call it) 
iS inviſible : But though it be ſo to 
bodily ſenſe, yet is there a reaſona- 
. ble Theory to be had of Death, 
and nothing more unreaſonable than 
not to foreſee-it. That old Prayer 
in the Lzraxy is without exce- 
ption in the L4t/7 phraſe, 4 morte 

improvisa 
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improvisa libera nos Domine, Hee 
that doth not foreſee death , cannot 
be provided for itzand he that is not, 
muſt needs be eternally undon by it. 
We complain all of ſhortneſs of . 
life, and need not hear ſo often of 
the Phyſicians Aphoriſme , or the 
Rabbins Sentence, to perſwade the 
truth of it: And yet ſo little doe 
we conſider it, that we'ſpend it as 
prodigally, as if it were too long, as 
indeed it 15, for them that abule it. 


And who almoſt doth not? The you parum 
time we have is not ſo little , as that !*=p#r# habe- 


we lofe is much : Wee commonly 


uſe it as if we knew not what to doe Sen. 


with it,and therefore we throw away 
the beſt part of it. What large 
ſhares of 1t doe we ſquander away 
upon vain and idle company, and 
trifle away upon fooliſh mirth, miſ- 
call'd recreations , vain and worſe 
paſtimes, Balls and Revels, Drolle- 
ries and amourous courtſhips * W hat 
a great deal of it doe we let the 
World ſteal from us, beſides all that 


5 aeceflarily due to it ? How great 
a 
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a part of it doe we ſuffer the Devil 
to run away with 2 How many of our 
few days doe we utterly waſte in do- 
ing nothing, or worſe than nothing ? 
And is it not juſtice then in God to 
. afford but a ſhort allowance of that 
which he ſees is and will be ſo much 
abuſed, to his owne diſhonour, and 
the hurt of the unhappy poſleſlors 2 
Nay, is it not Mercy indeed, rather 
than Juſtice, to ſhorten their dayes, 
that will make no other uſe of them, 
than to their owne eternal ruine ? 
And how few are they that make 
any better improvement of their 
time 2 Such Abaddons and Apollyons 
men are of their time, and therein of 
their owne Souls. 

No time 1s long enough to bewail, 
nor words enough, or ſharp enough, 
to teprove the wretched waſt that is 
made of this invaluable Treaſure, 
which ſo many men ſpend onely to 
treaſure up wrath againſt the day of 
wrath, It is a dreadful] thing to ſay, 


but more dreadfull to ſee, that the 
main buſineſle that many men ſpend 
| their

their lives in, 1s ſcarce any other, or 


| better, than ſuch as tends to the aſ- 


{uring of their everlaſting death, and 
the certain prevention of that life 
which only is long. Oh that men 
ſhould bee ſo caitively diſpoſed, ſo 
malicious to their own ſouls , and fo 
kid to the Devil ! 

Who knows not that it is as im- 
poſſible ro ſecure his life for one 
day, whiles he enjoys it,as it is to re- 
cover it for another, when it is once 
loſt? And who will not grant that his 
end may bee nearer the end of the 
preſent day « And yet where is the 
man that will be perſwaded to conft- 
der how near his time to die,is,or may 
be? Every man puts it far off, few are 
willing to hear of the _ of it, 
at any hand, When the Phyſician 
tels men that death is near,many are 
not willing to beleeve him. But for 
the Divines warning , who hath re- 
garded it « Did men regard the ad- 
monition of the Divine, concerning 
the approach of death , they ſhould 
not be ſo much troubled at the Phy- 
ſicians warning, Did 
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Did the old man conſider (as well 
as know ) that his time to die draws 
nigh, one would think he could not 
(in deſpite of his own reaſon ) bee 
{uch a Sor, as ſtill to dote ſo much 
upon the World , to cark and care 
to load himſelfe with a Yzaticurs of 
thick clay, when his journey is at an 
end: To fraught his old leaking 
Veſſel, when he is either in ſight of 
his Port, or ſplitting upon the ſands? 
Nay , did the young man conſider 
how near his time to die may be, he 
would think it no ſuch uuſeaſonable 
counſel, that Solomen gives him, To 
remember his Creator in the days of his 
youth, before the evil days( of old age) 
come: which perhaps ſhall never 


come ; perhaps did I fay, nay, itis 


very great odds they ſhall not « Say 
thou wanteſt yet forty years or more 
of the ſeventy, it is more than for- 
ty to one thou never comeſt at that 
number. What is the reaſon that 
men generally doe ſo willtully and 
obſtinately neglect the great buſineſs 
of working out their own —_ ?

That they doe ſo ſleight and Vilifie 
their ſpiritual and eternal intereſt, as 
if it were a matter of no valuable 
concernment © A fin which no Pa- 
gan can parallel, nay, which the De- 
vil himſelf cannot be guilty of, and 
perhaps would not, if hee might be 
ſo happy as to be but once more tri- 
ed. What is the reaſon men do {o 
little regard that Word of God, 
whict is able to make them wiſe unto 
Salvation, as either not to hear it all, 
or with ſo little afteion, as if it were 
no more than a good faſhionable 
peece of religious invention 2 What 
is the reaſon we can prevail no more 
with men, by all our prefled exhor- 


' | rations, admonitions, publick and 


private,to forſake their fins, by a ſin- 
cere repentance, and thorough refor- 
mation to make good that ſolemn 


Vow which they made in Baptiſm,to 


be Chriſtians indeed, and not to de- 
ceive their own ſouls with a miſta- 
ken notion of a meer fruitleſle , 
ineffectual pretence or preſumption 


of faith * What is the reaſon men 
. are 


Heb. 12. 14. 
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are (0 inexorable to the pratice of ah 
holy life, without which ( wee tell 
them from Scripture, and they do 
nor, cannot deny it ) it is as impoſſh- 
ble for them to be ſaved, as it is for 
God to lie? Is not this the common 
reaſon of all this damnable obſtina- 
cy, and worſe than Diabolical wret- 
chedneſſe 2 Namely, becauſe men 
will not beleeve or conſider that 
their time to die draws nigh, As 
much as Atheiſm is now increaſed in 
this Nation, by the Antiperiſtaſis of 
a pretended Reformation ; I am yer 
confident the abſolute Infidels are 
much the feweſt in number, Moſt 
men doe yet retain an opinion at leaſt + 
of the verity of the Scriptures,and of 
the common Dodtrines of a judge- 
ment to come, after this life, of the 
happineſle of Heaven, and of the 
contrary miſeries of Hell : And 
therefore are preſumable to intend 
{ome better care of their own ſouls, 
than they ſeem yet to have. Buta 
pernicious preſumption of the dura- 
tion of lite, is that which invincibly 

hardens 
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hardens them againſt al exhortations 
to a preſent repentance, Such is the 
lamentable dotzge, ſtupid, and ſtu- 
pendious irrationality of men in this 
point,as no tongue can expreſle, 

I will yet cloſe with a few words 
of Exhortation : Though I have al- 
ready exprefled my litle, experience, 
or hopes of ſuccefle therein. Since 
Iſrael (the beſt men) muſt die, ler 
us make much of them whileſt chey 
live, and labour to getas much of 
their bleſſings as we can before they 
be gone. 

And ſince we all muſt find a time 
to die, oh let us be carefull ro find a ' 
time to live: And let us not make 
our lives ſhort, by not living till wee 
be ready to die. Seeing we know 
our time to die is nigh, ler us not be 
ſo mad as to pur it faroff. Take 
no heed of ſetting death at a far di- 
ſtance, leſt we be fatally deceived, 
as millions have been to thelr eter- 
nal perdition. Oh ler the time paſt of 
our lives, ſuffice us to have wroughs 
the will of the fleſh; and Jet us no 
E longer 
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longer live the reſt of our time after 
the luſt of men, bu after the will of 
God. Oh let us be ſo wiſe as to re- 
deem the time, ſeeing our days have 
been ſo many and evi], and are now 
' ſofew. * 

W hat a deſperate wretched thing 
is it to put off the time of repentance 
ſtill, when our time to die is ſo near ? 
To truſt upon to morrow, when we 
cannot call this whole day our own 
without a revelation. To leave the 
great work to doe till »ight, when 
our Saviour hath told us, no man can 
work, 

Never man repented him of re- 
penting too ſoon, but every true pe- 
nitent (as well as St. Avgaſtine) wil 
heartily bewail, and confeſle with 
ſhame his deferring of it too long, 
thongh it hath been but for a few 
years in his youth, 

It may bee in ſome ſenſe true 
( which ſome Divines will ſcarce ac- 
knowledge ) that it can neyer be too 
Jate torepent, Bur it is much more 
evident, and more ſafe to conſider 

that 
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that it can ne'r be too ſoon. It is a ve- 
ry great folly (and fault too) in them 
that haveEſtates to defer themaking 
of their Wills, till the time to die 
draws ſo nigh, that either they can 
make none, or no other than ſuch as 
may bee queſtion' d whether it were 
theirs or no: . So hath many a man 
undone the greateſt part ot his po- 
ſterity, by leaving them under a vi- 
olent temptation of hazarding their 
ſouls to provide for their bodies. But 
infinitely more deſperate is their ad- 
venture, that defer the diſpoſing of 
their ſouls till the ſame ſtreights of 
time: Hereby many a forlorn ſoul 
have been utterly prevented of any 
poſſibility of repentance, by the {ud- 
den loſle either of life or underſtand- 
ing, and many more infinitely ha- 
zarded by being adle ar laſt ro act 
that one thing neceſlary , after no 
better faſhion than ſuch as is ex- 
treamly doubrfull, whether it be to 
any purpoſe. Yet is this the Epide- 
mical madnefle of men, to be as un- 
willing to diſpoſe of their Souls; 25 
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of their Eſtates, till they. ſee or fear 
they can keep neither any longer. 
And then in their Wills ( bak ſcarce 
with them) they make a formal be- 
queſt of both together. And if 
God had no more right-to the one, 
than men have to the other, this 
practice were tolerable : But conſ- 
dering Gods intereſt in. the Soul , 
which ought ever to have been de- 
voted to his ſervice; for men to give 
it, or ſell it to the World, or the De- 
vil all their life time, and then at laſt 
(inan hypocritical imitation of onr 
bleſſed Lord, and his firſt Martyrs 
laſt words ) to bequeath it to God, 
is no other than a wicked facrilege , 
under ſuch a poſſibility only of par- 
don, as remains for the ſin unto death, 
that St. Fohn ſpeaks of. 

Two or three ſerious and fad con- 
{1derations , I have to propound by 
way of 2uereto him that defers his 
repentance till his time to die draws 
nigh: 1. Whether it be not a di- 
rect mocking of God, and of a mans 
ownrealon, to reſolve to continue 
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in a coutſe of fin, with: a purpoſe to 
repent of it ac laſt * Would not wee 
think our ſelves impudently mock- 
ed by him that ſhould tell us, bee 
would firſt do us an injury, or an af- 
front, and afterward repent him of 
it and cry ns mercy * And is not this 
the plam ſenſe of every wicked 
heart,that pretends to'any refolation 
of a future repentance*r Brfides,whar 
can be more groſly abfard in rea- 
ſon, - than for a man to reſolve at the 
preſent upon the doing of that, which 
he knows he muſt, ' and therefore re- 
ſolves he will afterward repent of * 

2. If true repentance in Scripture 
Senſe, ſignifies an amendment or re- 
formation of life ( as certainly it 
doth) what difference is there be- 
tween reſolving never to repent at 
all, and refolving not to do it till his 
life is at an end 2 

3. Whether he that puts off his 
repentance till his death-bed, doth 
not run the evident hazard of ar leaſt 
a hundred to one never to repent at 
all : Upon this common and notort- 
E 3 ous 
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ous experiment, that not one of an 
hundred of the fick-bed Penitents, 
do prove true Penitents, if ever they 
recover out of their ſicknefle. But 
as I defire upon theſe (I think) very 
weighty conſiderations, that every 
ſoul ſhould haſten his repentance, So 
will I put the end of my preſent ad- 
monition to it : Let us therefore la- 
bour ſo to live,as the nearer our time 
Is to die, the better it may be for us z 
a good \man. neyer dies too ſoon 
for others hee may, but not for him- 
ſelf. Immature death is but impro- 
perly applied to a yirtuous life: If 
we get to Heaven when we die, wee 
ſhall never complain of the ſhortneſs 
of the time of our exile from thence; 
Nay, ſure we ſhall rejoyce it was no 
longer. But if we ſhould be {o wo- 
fully unhappy as to miſle of Heaven, 
we ſhall have much reaſon to lament 
that our life here was ſo long. For 
though the Reprobates puniſhment 
cannot bee prolonged (becauſe it is 
eternal )yet 1t will be much augmen- 
ted, by the many days of his il] ſpent 
life, | Ler

Let us be ſtudious to provide with 
Iſrael for our tranſportation into Ca- 
z»a4n when we are dead: And to this 
end, let us wreſtle ſtoutly with our 
ſpiritual adverſaries, to avoid the 
the curſe of Sin and Death : and 
wreſtle with God, as he did, for the 
blefling of the grace of life, and that 
in time ; ſo doing we ſhall be ſure to 
be 7ſraels, to prevail with God, who 
is eyer more than willing to yield us 
the Victory, it he could ſee us ſtrive 
for it, 

We read of many ingenious devi- 
ces the Heathens had to put them in 
mind of death, at their Feaſts, and 
other opportunities of greateſt joy. 
But all was for a Heatheniſh Lu , 
namely to excite them to ſeiz gree- 
dily upon the preſent,;and not to loſe 
any thing of the preſent enjoyments 
of this life , than which they knew 
not better. St. Pal hath given us 
their true meanings , in thoſe evil 
words ( as he calls them ) corrupting 
good manncrs, let us eat and drink, for 


to morrow we ſhall die. Wee cannot 
E 4 here 
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here want expedients to ming 'ns of 
death, to a better putpoſe ; ſince if 
we g0 abroad, in every ſtreet we 
meer with a Church-yard full of 
Graves, 'and within doors we cannot 
ſit orlie many hours,withont hearing 
Soul-bells.as we call them. © 

We generally dread the' thought 
ofdying extemipore,as one of the grea- 
reſt infelicities that can befall us, oh 
let us ſeek to prevent it, by prepa- 
ring dayly for that hour, upon a juſt 
and. prudent conſideration that it 
draws nigh : Icannot ſay that we are 
preciſely bound ( according to the 
ordinary advice, as well of Heathens 
as Divines) to account every day 
our laſt, or its all things ſo to end 
it, as we would think it neceſfary or 
fit to do,if we knew,or did poſitively 
beleeve it were ſo. All purpoſes, 
promiſes, and ptovifions for to mor- 
row were then nnlawfull, becauſe 
bhreaſonable; And by this tale, no 
man ſhould rake a' journey further 
than the Honfe.of God ; but the 
mezningis, we hould fo ſpend eve- 

: ry 
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ry day, as conſidering it may be the 
laſt z and therefore be ſure ſo to at, 
as if it ſhould prove ſo,we might nei- 
ther be afraid nor aſhamed to be 
found ſo doing. 

I know not whether I bee ftritly 
bound to all thoſe thoughts, and that 
mind, whiles I am writing this Ser- 
mon, which Sexeca ſaith hee had, 
whiles, hee was writing one of his E- 


piſtles; Hoc animo tibi hanc Epiſto- 5: xp. 62. 


lam ſcribo tanquam cum maxime ſcri- 
bentem mors evocatura ſit. Name- 
ly, thatdeath ſhould call mee away 
whiles I am writing. But ſoT write, 
as if I were now writing my laſt Wil, 
in a perfect ſtate of health ; that is 
( though not without hopes of time 
and opportunity, to expreſle my ſelt 
better in ſome other Copies hereat- 
ter,yet) with preſent {eriouſneſs,and 
ſincerity of intention and defire,ſo to 
bequeath my Talent, as God may 
be glorified , and my Reader edi- 
fied ; remembring that my own 
time to die draws nigh , and deft- 

ring 
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ring he may do ſo too. Oh that men 
ge ah that they would underſtand 
this, that they fic; conſider their lat- 
ter end! The Lord teach me and 
thee, to number our days, and to ap- 
ply oxr hearts unto wiſedom. Amen.

modeſty and cc pwr > And leſt we 
ſhould feem to tranſgreſs that com- 
mand which we have thus madepub- 
lick, I muſt alſo tell you, that upon 
intreaty, his conſent was obtained , 
for a Sermon to be preached for him 


after his Funerals. 


Having 
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Having then obeyed tis firſt order 
inthe Day of his Funeral,which was 
as private as could be , we think we 
are nevertheleſs obliged juſta facere, 
to do him ſome right in thy intereſt 
of his Name. And I heartily wiſh 
there had been one appointed that 
had been better able to doe it. But 
ſeeing the task is fallen upon me, 
(who muſt acknowledg my. extreme 
inſufficiency for ſuch an Office) I 
think I may ( without ambition ) 
take up for a wiſh the petition that 
Eliſha made to_ his Maſter E/jah , 
when he was to be taken away {exe 


him ; namely, that a double portion of 


the Spirit of my Lord might be upon 
me. Thar 4 5m that Tight Lao 
double his gifts, that were too ambi- 
tious a wiſh, bur as I think the Pro- 
het meant,..and as the ſame phraſe 
is elſewhere.uſed.) that two parts of 
his ſpirit, the portion of a -firſt-born 
Son, might be upon me.

And to be 
able-to give this holy man his due , 
his 
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no Mouth or Tongue were ſo much Mims #4ir 
to be wiſhed as his owne ; The world _ Fs wt 
well knows he had a double portion :fww4Zcovr- 


of the gifts of the Tongue above Nx 4 Baf!- 


his Brethren. And it is as well known 
he made a proportionable improve- 
ment thereof, for the Service of the 
Lord and his Church. 

Two years together he was cho- 


ſen Rhetorick Profeſſor in the Uni- 


verſity of Cambridge , and perfor- 
med the Office with extraordinary 
applauſe. 

He was noted for a ſingular Wir 
from his Youth: A moſt acute 


" |} Rhetorician, and an Eleganc Poet; 


He underſtood many Tongues, and 
in the Rhetorick of his owne,he was 
ſecond to none that lived in his time. 
But, 
That which I ſhall further ſay of 
this holy man, ſhall be with refle&i- 
on upon my Text, ina ſhort parallel 
of him with the Patriarch 1/rael, of 
whom you have heard. And many 
things there are wherein they may 
be ſpecially compared : —_ 
irſt, 
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Firſt, the ſignifications of the 
Name 71ſrael , which I mentioned , 
are notably agreeable to this Emi- 
nent perſon. 7ſrael ( I told you ) fig- 
nifies either 4 =_ ſeeing God, or a 
richt '( upricht) man of God, or 
6 ny bt ower with 5 like 4 
Prince. Each of theſe things were 
eminently agreeable to this per- 
ſon : Firſt, 7ſrael was a Prieſt, ( and 
ſowas every Pater-familias in thoſe 
Times, as is faid : ) We read of his 
offering ſacrifice ſeveral times : And 
a Prophet he. was too, one of thoſe 
which rhe Pſalmiſt ſpeaks of in that 
known place, Pſal. 105. 15. Touch 
not mine Anointed, Do my Prophets no 
harm, You' may find-him named 
there in the context, Yerſ, 10. And 
here in the next Chapter but one, 
you may read his Prophetical bleſ- 


ſings that he gave to his Sons, when | 


the time drew nigh that he was to 
die. So was our Father a Prieſt, 
and that of the higher Order ; a 
Seer, a Prophet, and a Father of the 
Prophets. One that alwayes made 

it 
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it his buſineſs to fee and ſearch into 
the things of God, with a zealous 
diligence, rather than a bold 
curioſity. He was one that conver- 
ſed as much with God, and drew as 
nigh to him in divine Meditation 
( which is the onely ordinary way of 
ſeeing God in the fleſh) as any man 
of his time. You all know he was 
a Maſter in 1ſrael, and another man- 
ner of one then Nicodemus, Optics 
mii  Ard.rraN® as Gregory ſaid of 
his Father ; a Father and a Maſter of 
the orthodox Faith, A great Maſter 
he was, and one of the firſt that 
taught this Church the Art of D#- 
vine Meditation, Few men of his 
age have aſcended fo high upon Fa- 
cob's Ladder as he did : He was one 
that with 7ſrael lived and died in a 
Goſhen of Light in the midſt of 
e/Egyptian darkneſs, 

econdly, he was a right upright 
man too before God, a true /ſraelite 
indeed, in whom was no gnile, 18 Vt), 
Reftus Dei , an WR, as was ſaid 
of Iſrael, viz, Antiqua probitate ſim- 
plicitat eq, 
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plicitattqs preditus. Et eraditis pic- 
tate, & pi eryditions laude amtecel- 
lens, ita ſ[ecundas dottrine ferens, ut 
ietatis primas obtineret , a$ Nazian- 
zen ſaith of Baſil. Thoſe that were _ 
moſt eminent for Learning he excel- 
led in Piety ;. and thoſe that were 
moſt famous tor Piety, he excelled 
in Learning. This High-Prieſts 
Breaſt was richly adorned with the 
glorious Urim , and with the more 
precious Jewel of the Thummim. 
Thirdly, he was one that wreſtled 
with God much, and often in prayer, 
and prevailed much: And if we be 
yet capable of the bleſſing, I hope 
wee ſhall one day enjoy the fruit of 
thoſe prayers wherein he wreſtled 
with God for this poor Church, 
We read of Facob's vows as well as 
of his wfens Gen. 28. 20. Andit 
is the firſt vow thatwe read of in

fmioorh man ( of body ) as himſelfe 
faith, Gen. 32. xx: and a man of a 
plain, even, and modeſt ſpirit, as ap- 
peared by his ſcruples that he made 
about the way that'his Mother di- 
re&ted' him to get his Fathers blef- 
fing. Such an one was our Father, 
a man of a {mooth, terſe Wir, and 
Tongue, and of a calme, gentle, 
meek and moderare-ſpirir , as they 
all know that know anything of him: 
THO, agynlOr, yrrnms, 79 eds, Weends 
70 wiiue as Nazianzen faith of Ce- 
ſart#s a man of 2 milde, ſerene and 
calm aſpect, (who ever ſaw it raffled 
into- -any appearance of diſorderly 
paſſion ) and of a quick and lively 
{pirit;”” He was not twice a chile,” 
( though: he lived long enough-to 
have been ſo) but'alwayes one -it 
our'S2viours ſenſe, namely, its Hu- 
mikty - and Innocence. One that 
much excell'd in choſe Dove-like 
fruits of the Spirit, which St. Pawt

mentions, 


mentions, Gal.5.22. Love,Foy,Peace, 
Long-ſuffering , Gemtleneſſe, Goodneſſe, 
Meckve e, &c. As loving , and as 
much beloved as any man ot his Or- 
der in the three Nations. One that 

ot the Birth-right from Heaven , 
and the bleſſing trom men too,with- 
out diſſembling for it ; whiles other 
rough Eſaus were hunting abroad for 
wild Veniſon, thinking to pleaſe 
their Father , hee ſtayed quietly at 
home, and obſerving the dire&ions 
of his Mother the Church, went a- 
way ſmooth with the Beniſon. Some 
ſtruglings hee had with his rougher 
Brethren, whom he did not ſtrive ſo 
much to ſupplant, as to ſupple with 
his ſmooth moderation and humility. 
And fo far he prevailed in this deſign, 
as that inſtead of ill words or knocks, 
he met with a kiſs and reſpectful im- 
bracement from many of them, that 
had - been his Adverſaries becauſe 
they envied him theBirth-right of his 
Order and Dignity: And all men ho- 
noured the DodFor, though ſome lo- 


ved not the Biſhop. 
Iſrael 
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Iſrael travelled into ſeveral coun- 
tries,and was kindly entertained and 
reſpected wherever he came; ſo did, 
and ſo was our Father ; he travelled 
with perſons of honour into France; 
Germany, Holland, and Scotland; and 
God was ever with him , whereever 
he went,as he was with 7ſrael, Some 
troubles and: perils hee met with in 
bis journeys as Facob did ; when La- 
bay puriued him with one Troop,and 
Eſas met him with another. But a 
kind providence was ever ready to 
redeem him; axd God hath alwaies 
holpen his ſervant Iſrael. 

F7-0er was 4 Shepheard,and a faichful 


one,that took ſpecial care of hisflock Ger. 31. 46. 


and great pains night and day in wat- 
ching over them for twenty years to- 
gether, And our 7ſrael was 2 faithfull 
Shepherd;thar diligently watched 0- 
ver the flocks, that his Maſter comit- 
ted to his charge, and took extraord!- 
nary pains in feeding them tor above 
. tiventy years together. Whuleſt he 

was the private Paſtor firſt of Hal- 


fteld in Suffolk, and after of Waltham 
F 2 it 
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in Eſſex; hEpreached thrice a week 
ina conſtant courſe: Yet ( as him- 
ſelf witneſſed ) never durſt climb up 
into the Pulpit to preach any Sermon, 
whereof he had not before penn'd every 
word in the ſame Order, wherein he ho- 
ped to deliver it ;; although in his ex- 
preſſtons hee was no ſlave to ſyllables, 
netther made uſe of his Notes. 

Nor did his induſtry either ceaſe, 
or ſo much as abate at his prefer- 
ments ; he hath given the World as 
good an account of his time as any 
maninits; as one that knew the va- 
lue of time; and eſteemed the loſle 
of it, more than a temporal loſle ; 
becaule it hath a neceſſary influence 
upon eternity: "It is well known 
in this City, how forward he was to 
Preach in any of our Churches,til he 
was firſt forbidden by men, and at 
laſt diſ-inabled by God. 

. -And when hee could not Preach 
himſelf, as oft, and as long as he 
w3s. able-: This learned Gamaliel , 
was. ( not content only, but) very 
diligent to fit at the feet of the youn- 
geſt 
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eſt of his Diſciples : As diligent an 

earer as hee had been a Preacher. 
How oft have we ſeen him walking 
alone, like old Facob, with his ſtaffe, 
to Bethel the houſe of God ? 

Iſrael was fraittull in children, and 
{o was our Father, and that with- 
out the Polygamy of 7ſracl , being 
the Husband but of one wite,a grave 
virtuous Matron, with whom he l1i- 
ved forty nine years, But 1ſrael at 
laſt wanted bread for himſelf, and 
his family: I cannot ſay this man 
did ſo, but how near he came to it, 
and by what means we all know; bur 
muſt not complain becaule he never 
did, He had not the kindnefle that 
Iſrael had in «£gypt, to have any al- 
lowance for his maintenance from 
the Lord of the Country, yet he ne- 
ver wanted. He was indeed a rare 
Mirrour of Patience, under all his 
croſſes, which toward his latter end 
were multiplied upon him. The 
lofle of his Eſtate he ſeemed infen- 
{ible of, as if he had parted with all, 


with as good content as Facob did 
F 3 with 


Pſalm 68. 13. 


7] 
with a good part of his, to pacifte 
his angry brother, having well lear- 
ned as well to wart, as to abound. I 
have heard him oft bewail the ſpoils 
of the Church , but very rarely did 
he ſo much as mention his own lo(- 
ſes, but took joyſully the ſpoiling of his 


goods: When hee was laid among 


the pots (that is, ſaith the Septua- 
gint, and the Vulgar Latine, enter 
cleros ) yet was he as the Wines of 4 
Dove covered with Siler and her Fea- 
thers with yellow Gold. 

Of late years, and eſpecially the 
laft, he was ſorely afflited with bo- 
dily diſeaſes, and bore them all with 
as much patience, as hath been ſeen 
in.any fleſh, except that of our Sa- 
viours. We have beard of the patience 
of Fob, but never ſaw a fairer Copy 
of it, than was in this man. 

Iſrael lived to be very old (as you 
may read in the verſe i before my 
Text) and atlaſt grew ſo weak; that 
he was ſcarce able to riſe up upon his 
þed to bleſlehis Children, Gen. 48. 
2, ſo was it with oor Father : Me-

thinks I ſee him yer, as he was upon 
his Bed, how he ſtrengthened himſelf 
to confirm others ( that ſought it ) 
with his fatherly bleſſing ; as 1ſrael 
did the ſons of Foſeph,; and that roo 
with the ſame good old Ceremony 
which Face firſt uſed ; namely, the 
laying on of his hands. His days were 
few and evil, in Facob's comparative 
ſenſe; and yet many and good, for 
he died in a good old age, full of days 
and full of good works; Can Yirtu- 


tibus, White with Virtues. He came 706 5. 26, 


to his Grave in a full age, like as a ſhock 
of Corn cometh in his ſeaſon, He was 
crowned with the filve wn of 
age in his gray hairs; Prov. 16, 31. 
and now is crowned with the Golden 
Crown of immorrality. 

When his time drew nigh that he 
muſt die, he much longed tor death, 
and was ready to bid it welcom, and 
ſpake always very kindly of it. Tr 
was an odd word of St. Francs when 
the Phyſicians told him, the time of 
death / nigh, Bene wemat ( in- 


quit ) ſoror Mors, welcome my fiſter 
F4 death, 
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death. "The expreſſion of Fob is got 
much unlike , Fob 17. 14. 1; have 
ſaid to Corruption, they art my Father, 
to the Worm, thoy art my Mother, and 
my Siſter: So did this good man 
welcom death, as if he had been to 
embrace-a Mother or a Siſter. He 
took good notice of the approach of 
death, and ſet his Houſe in order, as 
Iſrael did , by diſtributing the bleſ- 
ings that God had left him to his 
Children. He' indeayour'd alſo to 
p_ others for that change by his 
aſt Books, and laſt Sermons that he 
preached , which were all upon the 
laſt things, Death,and Fudgement, Hea- 
v2n.,and Hell. 

Iſrael left his Children in «egypt 
when he died, but with a Propherti- 
cal promiſe of their return into Ca- 
aan : Our Iſrael hath left us (I may 
not ſay in bondage, but) in a fad 
condition, and left us without a Pro- 
phecy, thongh not without his Pray- 
ers for our happy return into Canaan, 
Well, he is gone , Nor nebis ereptus 
ſed periculis , as Ambroſe ſaid ot his 

; Brother 
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Brother ( in that moſt legant Ora 
tion which he made de obitu fratres ) 
taken away not ſo much from us, as 
from the perils of the times. Ir was 
ſome comfort to him, that he lived 
not to {ee theFuneral of the Church, 
though he ſaw it drawing home, al- 
moſt at laſt gaſp. And it there could 
be as much forrow in Heaven for the 
perverſeneſle of ſinners, as there is 
joy at their converſion, doubtleſle this 
holy man could not yet bee at reſt. 
But Abraham. is ignorant of us, and 
Iſrael knows us not , Iſaiah 63, 16, 
And the more happy is he it he doth 
} not, and I hope wee are never the 
| more unhappy,for whether he knows 
of our State ornor, it is piouſly to 
be beleeved,he prays for us, «s 94 
as Naz4an, ſaid of Baſil. 

When 7ſrael died the Egyptians 6». 59.3 
mourned for him. And I am per- 
ſwaded ſo do ſome of the worſt of 
men for our Father. 

The ſtreights of time both for 
preparing and delivering this teſti- 
 mony of his life, hath inforced mee 

| 0 
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to paſſe over the particulars of his 
preferments, dignities, and honou- 
rable imployments by his Prince, 
Amongft which, That to the Synod 
of Dort , would not elſe have been 
orgotten. Eſpecially for the great 
reſpect hee had there from the For- 
raign Divines and States. And his 
excellent moderation ſhew'd in thoſe 


unhappy diſputes: Concerning which - 


he afterward drew up ſuch a collecti- 
on of accorded truths, as was offered 
to bee ſubſcribed by ſome of the 
moſt eminent parties on both fides. 
Which reconcihatory Papers then 
unhapplily buried, are very much to 
be ceſired z and may bee hoped for 
in time, together with a compleater 
accompt of his life written by him- 
ſelf, Burt whatever becomes of 
them, hee was one whoſe moderati- 
08 was known to all men, and his zeal 
for an holy Peace in the Church, is 
abundantly manifeſted by thoſe wri- 
tings of his , which are already ex- 

cant. 
I cannot ſo much as mention -_ 
is 
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his virtues , but muſt not forget {6 
great an one as thar of his Charity :

he laſt lived, he gave a weekly, vo- 
luntary contribution of mony to cer- 
tain poor Widows to his dying day 5 
over and above his impoſed rates, 
wherein he was never ſpared, And 
as the Widows handfull of Meal, and 
her Cruſe of oyl, did not waſt by teed- 
ing the old Prophet; ſo did this Pro- 
phets Barrel that was low, and his 
Cruſe that was little, not hold our 
only, bur ſeemed to increaſe by fee- 
ding the Widows, as appeared b 
that liberal addition of Alms, whic 
he gave by his Will ro the Town 
where he was born, and to this City 
where he died, "

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If ever there were 2 man that could 
ſpeak with 'the tongues of Men and 
Angels,he was one.But ſuch there are 
who are as Fuftin Martyr calls them, 
vuty canboopary da? praieopert, Or 2s the 
Apoſtle ſaith, no better than a ſoun- 
ding wa, or a tinkling Cymball, be- 
ing without charity, But our Fa- 
ther was one that had learned of St.

one that as (St. Fohn exhorts) loved 
not in word, or in tongue only, but

One 
that had Facobs voice, but could ne- 
ver endure ſo much as the diſguiſe 
of Eſas's churliſh hands, 

Four things as yet remaining with 
us below , of this heavenly Saint : 
His Children, his Works, his Body, 
and his Name. Firſt, his Children, 
I may ſay of him, as St, Ambroſe ſaid 
of Theodoſius the Emperour, Non to- 
tus receſſit, reliquit nobis liberos in qui- 
bus eum debemus agnoſcere , & in qui- 

bus 
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bus tum cernimus & texemns,he is not 
all gonezhe hath left us a good porti- 
on of himſelf behind in his ſons, in wh6 
we may yet ſee him,and hold him, I 
ſhall not wiſh any one of them the 
double portion of theirFathers ſpirit, 
but rather that they may be ( as in- 
deed they are)all Coheis thereof. 
For his works, I hope with reve-
